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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 



1 . This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1.72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. 



2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

4. With respect to Claim 6: the phrase "the non-acidic compound is chemically bound to the 
superabsorbent material" is indefinite. Claim 1 states the superabsorbent material comprises the 
non-acidic compound, therefore how can it be chemically bonded to itself? 

5. Regarding claim 7, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear 
whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP 

§ 2173.05(d). 



6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an

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international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hansen et al. 
(6,521,087). 

8. With respect to Claims 1-3, and 5-8: Hansen discloses the use of superabsorbent material 
that is made of superabsorbent fibers, where binder material such as gluconolactone (Column 19, 
Table 2) is added and bonded to the surface of the superabsorbent fibers (Figure 10 and 1 1 ; 
Column 3, lines 46-48; Column 20, lines 40-65). Hansen discloses the superabsorbent material 
can be used in absorbent articles such as a diaper (Figure 8). 

9. With respect to Claims 4 and 9: Hansen discloses the binders are present in the weight 
percent of 0.5-80% the total weight of the fibers and superabsorbent material together, and then 
states that the superabsorbent material is 3-80% by weight of the pulp fibers and particle 
materials, therefore would have a percent of binder be between 1-20%) of the superabsorbent 
material, (column 20 line 66, to column 21 , line 5). 



10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Quick et al. (6,231,721) discloses the use of maleic acid as a densifying agent with a 
superabsorbent material, and Cottrell et al. (5,801,1 16) and Halabisky et al. (5,837,627) disclose 
the use of superabsorbent material with cellulose acetate.
